MON SON'S GALA DAY. 


DEDICATION OF THE SOLDIERS’ i 
MONUMENT! 

A GRAND SUCCESS! 

A Good Day aud a Good Time ! 

FULL ACCOUNT OF THE DAY’S DOINGS, j 

The day which will doubtless he remem¬ 
bered longer than any other in the history I 
of the town lias come and gone, and can 
he said to have been a success even to the I 
minutest detail. From the time the monu¬ 
ment was placed in position there was a 
general feeling among the citizens that it 
should he dedicated in a helittiug maimer, 
tm some day which should he made a holi¬ 
day by all. 

Memorial Day was spoken of as an ap¬ 
propriate time, as if is then that special 
t ribute is paid to departed comrades. Hut 
as this monument is a memorial not only to 
those who fell, hut to those who survived, 
as well, and as tin* ( J. A. R. post could not 
make the wished-for preparations by that 
time, it was decided to have the celebration 
on the “Glorious Fourth.” A committee 
of arrangements were appointed, consist- 
of W. J. Ricketts, Dr. G. E. Fuller, R. M. 
Reynolds ami A. 1). Norcross, and to the 
untiring efforts of these men is due the 
pleasant occasion which has just passed. 
Invitations were issued far and wide to 
diticrcnt posts and organizations, Governor 
Robinson and slaff, and General Joshua L 
Chamberlain of Maine was secured as ora¬ 
tor of the day. The 3d regiment band of 
New Loudon. Ct., was engaged for the 
occasion, aud neither pains nor expense 
was spared in the preparations. Nor was 
the G. A. R. alone in the work. The citi¬ 
zens caught the enthusiasm and vied with 
each other in doing all they could to help, 
aud a purse of ijiiHiOO was raised to assist in 
defraying the expenses. The invitations 
were very generally responded to with 
letters of acceptance, and as week by week 
passed it became apparent that the event 
would prove fully up to the general expec¬ 
tation. Thousands of dollars were spent 
in improvements by the town and private 
individuals, most prominent among the lat¬ 
ter being W. N. Flynt, who has been at 
work for several weeks on Flynt’s Park, 
laying out new roads, repairing the old 
ones, and generally improving the place, 
until it is a resort which any town might 
well consider a great addition to its attrac¬ 
tions. 

The heavy rain of Wednesday evening 
did a vast amount of damage, badly wash¬ 
ing the roads and sidewalks, thus compell¬ 
ing much of the work to be done over. A 
large force of men was at work on Flynt’s 
J\irk all day Tlinrs lay, repairing the dam¬ 
age, and it was nearly midnight before the 
roads of the town were again in a fair con¬ 
dition. for Munson was bound to have ev¬ 
erything in perfect order for the Fourth. 

tub glorious fourth 
came at last, as clear anil pleasant as could 
have been desired, aud was ushered in at 
4.29 a. m. by a salute of 25 guns from Bat¬ 
tery B of Worcester, from their camp on 
the park. There was little sleep after this 
for the majority of the citizens, many of 
whom hail Micir houses undecorated. At an 
early hour the out-of-town people commenc¬ 
ed to arrive, and at 7.30 were pouring in 
from all directions, on foot and in all sorts 
of conveyances. 

The Marcus Keep Post of Monson, es¬ 
corted by the 3d regiment band of New 
Loudon, proceeded to escort the visiting 
posts, as fast as they arrived, from the de¬ 
pot to their headquarters in Central Block, 
in front of which, over the street, hung a 
flag, bearing the name and number of the 
post, and the inscription : “Welcome Com¬ 
rades." Every train which came was load¬ 
ed to overflowing, and the streets were soon 
tilled with the visitors. 

Governor Robinson arrived about half- 
past ten, and was taken to the residence of 
Mrs. Horatio Lyon, where he was received 
by the officer of the day, the prominent 
men of the town, and others. 

Owing to some of the trains being late 
in reaching Monson, the procession was 
somewhat late in getting started, not get¬ 
ting into inotiou until 11.30, when it inarch¬ 
ed down Main street, formed in the follow¬ 
ing order:

Making a procession nearly a mile long, 
which inarched down Main to Lincoln 
street, through Lincoln to Green, through 
Green to Bridge, through Bridge to Hamp¬ 
den, through Hampden to Main, and up 
Main to the monument, stopping at Hamp¬ 
den Avenue, where ice water was served 
to all. 

Arriving at the monument, which stands 
in a three-cornered piece of ground at the 
top of what is known as the “Academy 
Hill,” and facing directly down Main street, 
the different companies were drawn up 
around the lot in the street, with Marcus 
Keep Post grouped on the upper side of the 
lot around the rear of the shaft, the of¬ 
ficers of the day and the officials occupying 
a position in front. Dr. G. E. Fuller, as 
officer of the day made the following pre¬ 
sentation speech: 

Comrades of the Grand Army of the. lie- 
public. 

Ladies and Gentlemen :—As president of 
the day it becomes my very pleasant duty to 
welcome you, one and all, to this liill-girt 
town on this occasion. In the name of the 
citizens of Monson and of the Marcus 
Keep Post, No. 155, Dept, of Mass. G. A. 
IL I thank your Excellency and the mem¬ 
bers of your staff—and you, sir, commander 
of our order in this commonwealth and the 
members of your stall—and you, comrades 
of the Grand Army, for responding to our 
invitation, and gathering here on this anni¬ 
versary day of American Independence to 
assist us in appropriately dedicating this 
beautiful granite shaft to the noble pur¬ 
poses for which it has been erected. 

Doubtless a brief account of the origin 
of the enterprise—of the monument itself, 
its inscriptions and emblems will be of in¬ 
terest to you. One year ago last May the 
following proposition was received by the 
Monson Memorial Association: 

Gentlemen: —Appreciating as I do very 
heartily the sacrifices and services of the 
citizen-soldiers of Monson in behalf of 
national unity in the war of the Rebellion, 
and desiring to leave some permanent tes¬ 
timonial in the town where I have passed 
the largest part of my business life, I 
propose to donate to your association, or to 
a post of the G. A. R. if your association 
shall vote to establish such a post, the sum 
of money necessary to build a monument 
to commemorate the memory of Monson’s 
patriot dead, provided said monument shall 
not cost more than five nor less than four 
thousand dollars, when completed and suit¬ 
ably enclosed; and provided it shall be 
placed in the plot of ground in front of 
the “Lyon Memorial Library Buildiug,” 
and provided, further, that the neccessary 
measures betaken to commence and complete 
said monument without unnecessary delay.

Monson, May 2d, 1883. 

To carry out the provisions of this prop¬ 
osition, a committee consisting of G. E. 
Fuller, M. I)., A. A. Gage and Win. J. 
Ricketts was appointed. They have attend¬ 
ed to the duty assigned them with the 
result which you see before you. This 
committee adopted a design submitted by- 
Mr. R. F. Carter of South Ryegate, Vt.. and 
on the 12th day of October, 1883, the con¬ 
tract was let to Messrs. W. N. Flynt & Co., 
of Monson. who sub-let the monument 
proper to Mr. Carter. These gentlemen 
have executed their work to the entire sat¬ 
isfaction of the committee, and we trust it 
will receive the approval of the general 
public. The curbings are of Monson gran¬ 
ite; the monument of granite from South 
Ryegate, Vt. 

The monument "is intended by its inscrip¬ 
tions to emphasize this union of states, to 
the perpetuity of popular government, and 
by its emblems to represent the four 
branches of the service. 

Thus, on the front, devoted to the In¬ 
fantry, we have above in relief, “Gettys¬ 
burg;” below, the carved laural leaves, 
aud on the first section of the plinth the 
coat of arms of the United States in relief. 

On the rear to represent the Artillery 
we have above “New Berne;” below the 
oak leaves, and on the first section of the 
plinth, in relief, the crossed cannon. 

On the right side to repesent the Navy 
we have above, “Roanoke;” below, the 
olive leaves, and on the plinth in relief the 
anchor and shot. On the left to represent 
the Cavalry we have “Knoxville” above; 
below ivy leaves, and on the first section 
of the plinth, in relief, the crossed sabres. 
The battles of Gettysburg, New Berne 
Roanoke and Knoxville were chosen because 
the soldiers of Monson were most numer¬ 
ously represented in them. The wreath as 
a whole, formed of the laurel signifying 
glory; the olive, peace; the oak, strength; 
and the ivy lasting remembrance, is em¬ 
blematic of the boys in blue, who went 
forth in their strength, conquered an hon¬ 
orable peace, and returned with a crown of 
glory shall be held in lastiug remembrance. 

The inscriptions are, in front—“Erected 
by Cyrus W. Holmes, to commemorate the 
valor and patriotism of the soldiers, who 
on land and sea upheld the National cause, 
18(51—1805.” 

Outlie rear a sentence from Jackson’s 
inaugural in 1833. “Without Union Our 
Independence and Liberty can nevsr be 
Maintained.” 

On the right, a sentence from Webster’s 
reply to Hayne in 1830. “To the Union we 
owe our safety at home and our considera¬ 
tion and diguity abroad.” 

On the left, a seutence from Lincoln’s 
speech at Gettysburg Nov. 19, 1863. “Under 
■ (iod, the Government of the people, for 
the people aud by the people, shall uot per¬ 
ish from the earth.” 


Thus we have a sentiment, enforcing the 
importance of National unity from the three 
most distinguished party leaders thus far 
developed in the history of the Republc. 

On the circle above the die is the date of 
erection, “1884.” 

The dimensions of the monument are 
12 feet square at the base and 4G'A feet 
high, Its approximate weight is 100 tons. 
The soldier is colossal, 7)5 feet in height, 
and weighiug about four tons. The con¬ 
ception of the artist, is that a soldier on 
picket, being suddenly aroused by an un¬ 
usual noise, jumps up, grasps his musket 
and looks intently in the direction of the 
disturbance. 

Now Mr. Commander, and comrades, in 
the name of our revered and beloved bene¬ 
factor, our esteemed fellow citizen, Mr. 
Cyrus W. Holmes, who has paid the entire 
cost of this monument and Its surroundings 
the sum total of $5500, I now place in 
your bauds the receipted bill which consti¬ 
tutes this monument the property of Marcus 
Keep Post, No. 155, Department of Massa¬ 
chusetts G. A. IL, and in his name, I ask 
you to accept and dedicate it to the noble 
purposes for which it has been ejected. 
Fellow comrades, it was Mr. Holmes’ spec¬ 
ial request to the committee, that this mon¬ 
ument should be so inscribed that it would 
be not only a memorial to the dead but also 
to the living soldiers, who equally brave, 
have survived the carnage of war. All 
Union soldiers therefore, who study this 
monument, will find that, although their 
names are not engraven upon it, yet it is 
a memorial to their personal valor and hero¬ 
ism. 

In conclusion, allow me to express the 
hope that this granite shaft may, in all 
coining time, be not only a memorial to the 
soldiers whose heroism and valor it is in¬ 
tended to commemorate, an object lesson 
in patriotism to this and coming genera¬ 
tions ; but also a monument to the name of 
him who has so generously recognized that 
valor, and in honoring others has doubly 
honored himself. 

He was responded to by Mr. Chapin, in 
behalf of the post, and after the raising of 
the post flag, amid the strains of “The Star 
Spangled Banner,” and a salute by Battery 
B, the regular dedicatory exercises of the 
department were gone through with, Rev. 
E. A. Perry of Palmer making the prayer. 

The following poem, written for the oc¬ 
casion by Miss Jennie L. Colton of Monson, 
was then read by Rev. Mr. Hainmatt: 

In sad mistrust of life It lias lteen said, 

“Call no man happy until he is dead;” 

Yet love is dear, and summer days are sweet, 

Bright skies aliove, fair earth about our feet, 

The green enfolding hills, all sights we see, 

Enchant us from such cold philosophy; 

Aud fond, regretful memories we spare 
To show who nevermore these joys may share; 
These perfumed airs, this kindly suu 
Caress no more the dead, whose work is done. 

And yet the luippiest might envy those, 

Who in a nation’s grateful heart repose. 

No change of years can tarnish their renown, 
Forever theirs the tear-wet laurel crown. 

* ’Twas theirs to feel no less 

Than others, all the glow of youthful happiness. 

For to lie young in a heroic time 
Is to lie given an opportunity sublime, 

Upon them smote the accelade of might 
Fair Duty gives each chosen knight. 

To them she came, not in her humble guise, 

Not in common garb of sober-colored woof, 

Rut as an angel cased in mail of proof, 

With grand imperious eyes, 

She came transplanted from the skies, 

Not disobedient to the heavenly sight, 

Twas theirs to follow mid the blaze of light 
In which the brave, who die for fatherland, 
Transfigured through all coming time shall stand. 

.Seek not the living ones among the dead, 

Here let this cenotaph uplift its head, 

Full in the light 

The names beloved of Frecdon write, 

And steps that ring along the street will pause 
And cheerful voices catch a deeper tone 
By this august memorial stone, 

The shrine of lofty deeds, done in a noble cause. 

The artizan and farmer who endure 
The stress of toil, by quiet comfort paid, 

May think of those who went from farm and trade 
To make the arch of union more secure. 

And school boys learn how books aside were laid, 
While students went where history was made, 
Where the brave tales of old were again 
Traced over in the blood of living men. 

Let little children point, and the graven letters tell, 
And see whatglorious names the alphabet can spell. 

And women fond and happy—mothers of stalwart 
sous, 

And maidens well beloved, proud of their chosen 
ones, 

Let them be told of days when sunny heads turned 
white 

In agony of waiting for tidings of the light, 

And tender hearts grew strong, 

Strained by the awful tie 
That bound them to the absent 
Whose errand was—to die. 

If honor’s claim on living hearts could cease. 

These stones must cry, if men should hold their 
peace, 

And this might be the tenor of their pra#ie, 

Not “There were giants in those days,” 

But -‘Once these valleys nurtured sturdy men 
Who held their lives as dear as mortals may; 

These pleasant lields were fair aud tranquil then, 
Soft arms entwined, sweet voices bade them stay, 
Yet honor’s mandate must her sons obey; 

And all they loved was not too dear to be 
An offering to God and Liberty.” 

It was 1.45 when the exercises at the 
monument were finished, and the line of 
march was once more taken up. Proceed¬ 
ing to Flynt’s Park, the comrades and the 
other visitors proceeded to the speakers’ 
stand, where Gen. J. L. Chamberlain of 
Maine delivered 

THE ORATION OF THE DAY. 

“Deadon the field of Honor!” You know 
the story; that soldier for his nobleness 
and humility called the “First Grenadier of 
France,”—intent alone on duty, and self- 
forgetting, disdaining promotion or mark 
of praise, fighting on in the ranks till he 
fell foremost of the brave; for which 
great example Napoleon ordered that his 
name should still be called on the roll as if 
he were part of his living, effective force; 
and at the name “La tour D’Auverguc” the 
first sergeant of his company stepped two 
paces forward, saluted, and gave answer, 
11 Mart sur le champ d'honneur .” They are 
poetic words—thrilling words. But stand¬ 
ing here and gazing upon this scene, glorious 
alike with its lights and shadows,—you still 
shoulder to shoulder aud heart to heart as 


you stood to receive into your own the 
blows that were aimed at your country’s 
bosom, before whose valor death itself has 
quailed; and you, others, invisible but 
glorious presence that throngs around; you, 
citizens, men and women, that bring your 
strength and beauty to do honor to your 
defenders; you, generous and noble spirits, 
whether here or hence departed, who have 
surrounded and beautified this place with 
tokens of honoring remembrance, at this 
consecrated hour ruled by mighty memories 
and undying hopes that sway our souls as 
one, these words come fraught with a pow¬ 
er that leaves all other meanings below. 

There stands your monument, high-rising 
from the earth, graven with emblems of 
heroic virtue and glorious triumph, graven 
with battles great and terrible, that speak 
the cost at which right is established and 
freedom won. There confronts me this 
soldier of yours, uplifted, steadfast. With 
silent lips, but searching eyes, he questions 
me with the names of your unreturning, 
unforgotten brave; I advance, I salute you, 

I answer: “ Dead on the field of honor!" 

But too far short falls that response. 
They fell on a greater field, and their re¬ 
membrance belongs not to death but to 
things that cannot die. 

Honor indeed is great. It is the stain¬ 
less sense of what is fit and due. It speaks 
of what belongs to the immortal worth of 
personality; it means the keeping of the 
action true to the trust; it means the exer¬ 
cise of those virtues of conduct which must 
be held inviolate if life is to be worth liv¬ 
ing. In dark ages and places of the world, 
where the power of religious sentiment or 
moral principle was not sutlicieut for a law 
of conduct, the sense of honor has been 
the safeguard of society. Often, doubt¬ 
less, when other motives which constitute 
the interior springs of action have been 
doubtful or confused, the sense of honor, 
as a certain outward influence, has con-' 
trolled action to worthy issues; so that we 
accept the nobility of the act without 
caring to judge the motive. The response 
such acts command in our feelings shows 
that nature recognizes the principle. We 
see this even in the homely praise we give 
to the beast, that acts out his natural in¬ 
stincts so as to triumph over pain, when 
we say he “dies game.” So also, we say 
of a brave mistaken man, that he shows a 
courage worthy of a better cause. And 
the duelists’ code has held its long domain 
in civilized society because it called itself 
the “code of honor.” There was this at 
least of nobility in it, that it taught that 
there is something to be held dearer than 
self, and selfish interests; dearer than life. 

But there is a principal of action that in 
worthiness goes far beyond the sense of 
of honor. True heroism concerns moral 
principle. It takes its place (is'a power in 
the forces that are vital to man’s well be¬ 
ing. It is enlisted in behalf of things that 
promote man’s true end. It enters iuto 
destiny, and reaches forward to the immor¬ 
tal. It is dead on no field—not even that 
of honor! 

There have been other recognitions 
of faithful service in which the meed 
of praise has been ascribed to other high 
principles of action akin to that of honor. 
It may be well for us to bring forward 
some of tiiese, to serve at least as stepping- 
stones by which to rise to our higher 
thought. Many are the famous memorials 
of those who have perished in a public and 
ordered, or, if I may so say, legal strife, 
and they all range on the side of good, what¬ 
ever be the particular cause in which they 
were engaged. Some of these are of deep 
beauty and tenderness. 

In the great cathredral in Berne, in 
Switzerland, on the chancel wall there 
stands three consecrated tablets. Many 
wondrous things are there iu that land; 
some that stir the memory of great deeds 
long past, and some that lure us to long 
dreams of things that cannot be won on 
earth. Who that has stood on the heights 
above that city and seen the distant Ober- 
larnl Alps come out from behind the cloudy 
veil of evening,—the whole sweep of glit¬ 
tering summits, one by one, flushed by the 
upslanting rays of a suu already set from 
earth; and high above all, the majestic 
Jungfrau,in unapproachable majesty,adorn¬ 
ed as a bride from heaven; for one little 
hour the unutterable splendors, the glori¬ 
ous pageantry, then slowly vanishing from 
the gaze, silent, far, till blended with the 
infinite—who that has beheld that scene can 
ever forget it, or ever think the same thing 
again of earth or of Heaven! 

But down below there is an aspiring 
human thought. There beneath our feet, 
high above the winding river, stands the 
old cathedral, massive, grand; the work of 
rude but willing hands, five centuries ago. 
There is in the architecture itself the out¬ 
shining heart of man—that Lamp of Sacri¬ 
fice of which ltuskin tells us. Tireless toil 
and wondrous devotion are built iuto the 
balustrade around the storm-worn tower. At 
the portal the sculptered scenes of the last 
judgment overawe the mind. Human genius 
and human toil have pictured great things 
in that cathedral; but written on its walls 
are greater things—the record of the loyal 
soul—sacrifices more costly than that in the 
balustrade—deeds whose worth and reach 
only that last judgment can reveal. Cut 
into the stone tablets are words like these : 
“To the dear ashes of those passed to the 
immortal; who faithful to their word of 
honor'fell fighting in the land of strangers 
in the sad year 1792. This, their native 
city, consecrates these tablets and in¬ 
scribes these names.” 

These men did not die for Fatherland and 
liberty; they only died in the service which 
they had sworn. They were the house¬ 
hold guard of the French king Louis XVI. 
In the terrible scenes that heralded the rev¬ 
olution, Louis, suffering more for the sins 
of others than his own,when the brutal mob 
run riot through the palace—the poor 
refuge which kings must call a home—for¬ 
saken by friend after friend, by the boast¬ 
ed chivalry of France, by the Royal French 
Guard itself, found not one faithful human 
soul but that little alien band, the Swiss 


Guards! Fighting at their post till their 
last life’s blood was shed, they perished to 
a man! The furies that ruled that demoni¬ 
ac scene, insulted and tore in pieces the 
dead bodies, as if to leave no vestige of 
such faith upon the earth. But their na¬ 
tive city remembered them, and gathered 
what they could of the dear ashes, and set 
their names in their most holy places. 
These men died for their sacred oath, for 
their sworn duty; but it is held worthy of 
remembrance the world over; worthy of 
sacred keeping; worthy of tears—tears of 
women and of men; tears of love; tears of 
pride. There is another memorial; in 
lovely Lucerne. At the head of the lake 
of the forest cautons, out beyond that 
quaint cathedral, at the foot of a terraced 
garden, watched over by the eternal faces 
of the Alps, there is the thought of the 
great sculptor, Thowaldson—his Dying 
Lion,—cut into the solid rock which rises 
sheer from the calm and leaf-shadowed 
surface of a little pool. There stands that 
symbol and head stone of heroes, the Lion 
of Lucerne; outstretched in death, pierced 
with mortal arrow, yet guarding still, with 
a keeping that is half embrace and half de¬ 
fiance, the emblems of his trust. At his 
head the silver blazoned cross of Switzer¬ 
land, and beneath his sinking cheek the 
golden-lilied shield of France. In the lin¬ 
eaments, the lion’s strength; in the look a 
soul! Beneath are the words: “August 
10th, and Sept. 2d and 3d, 1792. These arc 
the names of those who, not to be found 
wanting to the sacred faith of their oath, 
bravely fighting, fell.” 

Here stand the names, simple homelike 
names, like these we remember to-day: and 
like them, lifted up to immortal fame. 
Above them watches the undying lion, one 
mighty paw on the lilies of France, and 
one reaching down to the roll of heroes be¬ 
low ! It is great; it is noble; it is thrilling! 
All is past with them, long ago; all is peace 
and stillness now where they lie. But a 
living power from them has passed iuto 
the souls of all who behold, and kindles in 
every manly heart a new devotion to fidel¬ 
ity and to valor. 

History tells us of another epitaph, that 
over the three hundred Spartans who fell 
man by man with Leonidas at Thermopylae. 
“Go tell the Lacedemonians, that we lie 
here in obedience to their laws.” This 
brings out another kind of devotion and 
duty, another reason for it—obedience to 
the law. That is a great thing. Were it 
not for law, freedom would have no guar¬ 
antee, nor moral measure. Liberty would 
be license and soon there would be no lib¬ 
erty. Obedience therefore is worthy, and 
it is needful. The slave may render it, but 
the free man must. But obedience to law 
is not the consummate motive to duty. All 
laws look to something beyond them in the 
•light of which they are written, and lead to 
something beyond them, which is the su¬ 
preme and sovereign worth for the sake of 
which they were given. Honor to those 
who obey the laws! But nobler still the 
motive of those who battle unto death 
from loyal love to those high principles 
which are the soul of law. 

Friends, the great cause in which we 
were engaged rests on reasons and justifi¬ 
cations embracing all these I have re¬ 
counted, and much more. There is a behest 
wider than honor, deeper than fidelity, 
nobler than obedience, higher than law—a 
principle at the center of all these—a sub¬ 
stance in which they all inhere. This is 
that great behest in which your soldiers 
fought. I have brought forward these 
famous examples, not because we are here 
simply to praise the dead; but because all 
that is ascribed as merit to those who fell, 
is true also for those who served as faith- 
fully—those who gave themselves likewise 
to sufferings and death, but of whom the 
supreme sacrifice was not then and there 
demanded. These also offered their all. 
When they signed those muster rolls, that 
was iu fact putting their lives out of their 
own hands, and laying them unreservedly 
on the altar of their country. 

Doubtless the diseases, imprisonments 
and wounds not reported mortal, have yet 
cut short the lives of very many, and they 
are dying of them day by day. 

I have brought forward these examples 
also, to set in strong relief the high motive 
and principle which auimated our defense. 

Fellow citizens, it is a peculiarity of 
your commemoration to-day that it is not 
directed simply to the honor of those who 
fell, but of those who fought. That, I 
think, strikes the deep truth; it is the true 
philosophy. This monument looks ilot to 
the dead alone as worthy, nor does it look 
on them as dead. It holds all iu living 
honor. The,inscription declares it “to 
commemorate the patriotism aud valor of 
those who on land aud sea upheld the na¬ 
tional cause.” There lies our thought. 
Let us examiue this “National Cause” held 
so worthy. Shall we say it was the cause 
of country ? That in all history has been 
held a sacred name. The reasons of this 
lie deep as life, aud its reach is as high as 
life’s ends. But this is not often clearly 
set forth. It is the strong impulse alone 
which is usually recognized. The highest 
reach of the classic poet was that it is 
sweet and fitting to die for country —“Dulce 
et decorum.” Is it indeed? To whom is it 
so sweet and fitting to give up forever all 
that life holds dear—to pass through the 
sharp gate of pain and agony, and the dark¬ 
ness of death itself for the sake of some¬ 
thing that calls itself country—for the 
sake of others, perchance unknown, or as 
yet unborn—perchance the thankless and 
ignoble? Is it the sufferer who takes this 
pleasure and fitness as his reward? Or is 
it the beholders who are bcnctlttcd thereby 
to whom the sacrifice looks so beautiful 
and becoming? The poet gives no answer 
anil no reason. There was none in his 
philosophy. That philosophy which makes 
personal enjoyment the end of life finds no 
justification nor explanation of this maxim 
of the ages. It leaves out' a deep and awful 
element which pervades the creation. There 
can be no adequate theory of life, of law, 
of service, of society, of humauity, which 


does not recognize the mysterious dispen¬ 
sation of sacrifice. The consummate vic¬ 
tory is self surrender. Nor is it justice 
which can command that one should die for 
country. Justice might indeed declare that 
one should not die for it, seeing that no 
equivalent could possibly be given for such 
service. Those who seek to find in the 
principles of happiness or of justice the 
place which sacrifice holds iu the great de- 
livereucc from evil, will come back empty 
from their quest. 

What, then, is it that sets country so 
high, and its sovereignty so awful and su¬ 
preme? Whatever surrounds man as the 
expression of his life and thought is dear 
to him. Home is dear; neighborhood is 
dear; the physical and social features of 
the vicinity are dear; familiar faces, moun¬ 
tain and plain, sea and river; and the or 
ganizations and institutions that are iu- 
wrought into these are held among the sa¬ 
cred things which a man will defend to the 
uttermost. But country is dear, more than 
these, because vastness and power are nec¬ 
cessary to the expression of man’s thought, 
to the experience of his capacity, to the 
exercise of his freedom, the realization of 
his ideals. It is at once his protection 
and his power. Under every humble roof 
there dwells the sovereignty of the whole 
people, as in every humble heart the Divine 
is said to take his abode. Behind the 
sweetness of each home there stands the 
majesty and might of all the nation. No 
slightest girl that in her innocence starts at 
the rustle of the leaf but has pledged for 
the protection of her peace and honor 
all the moral and physical forces of millions 
of men. And the conscious worth of each 
individual life is enlarged and ennobled by 
the feeling that it is part of something great¬ 
er than itself, and that all the power of this 
greater whole stands ready to aid in the 
expression of its best thought, the achieve¬ 
ment of its noblest purpose. 

It is for reasons like these that the instinct 
is set so deep iu the human heart to spring 
to the defense of country. There seems 
something strange and almost unnatural 
about this, that the more distant should be 
more dear, that country should be nearer 
than neighborhood, than home, than life, 
than love. But so it is. And it is because 
these things could uot be safe and sacred 
to any man were not all men ever ready to 
surrender self for the greater sanction. 

Now this sphei’e of human life which 
men call country is so important to the 
well-being and the development of human¬ 
ity, that it acts by instinct and before rea¬ 
son. High and vast as it is iu its reasons 
as in its reach, it is not something held 
apart merely for the learned and gifted. 
Philosophers and theorists may speculate 
about it without end, but, meanwhile, the 
humblest citizen springs instinctively to 
the summons, unquestioning the truth of 
the impulse. What is hidden from the 
wise and prudent is revealed unto babes. 
But this instinct, like every other, may be 
misdirected and confused. One of the sad¬ 
dest things I know of is that epitaph which 
the Virginia father, gathering up the rem¬ 
nant left him after the ravages of war. 
and settling himself as best he could in¬ 
to the new situation, placed upon a stone 
he raised - as a memorial of his old home. 
On one face of it ho inscribed these words : 

“To the sacred memory of my eldest boy, 
who fell fighting for the stars and stripes.” 
On the opposite side he wrote: 

“To the sacred memory of my youngest 
boy, who fell fighting for the lost cause.” 
And between them on the third face: 

“God only knows which was right!” 

I pity that man’s sorrow and dark per¬ 
plexity. 

But there is a double question there as to 
the “right,” of which he dared not judge. 
The motive in the young men’s minds was 
one thing, and the justice of the cause was 
auother. • God alone knows the heart, and 
lie alone can judge men’s motives. It is 
one of the strange facts of life that the 
best of feelings are sometimes enlisted in 
the worst of causes, and the worst of feel¬ 
ings iu the best of causes. You can not 
always judge the moral value of an act 
merely from its surface, nor can you judge 
it merely from its motive. But men are 
responsible for their motives which they 
have allowed to control them, aud for their 
use of the light they might have had if 
they would open their eyes to it. What¬ 
ever be our judgment auil our motive, 
it is of infinite concern to put our work and 
worth into the right. Alas for the brave 
who fall in the wrong cause! God knows, 
and He will doubtless remember all the 
blood wherever shed by unselfish aud 
geuerous hearts, aud He will know how to 
take account of it in the long problem of 
human deliverance from evil, and iu the 
great and final day; but only the pity of 
God can cover the hurts of a soul that has 
cast its all on a mistake! 

Dear friends and comrades, wlieu we 
speak of this great motive of love and 
loyalty to country, what can we say when 
two portions of the same country appeal 
to the dread arbitrament of arms, each 
thiukiug it has the just cause—each pro¬ 
fessing to be fighting for liberty aud right- 
each praying with the same devotion to the 
same God to prosper its cause? When we 
saw such tliiugs twenty years ago—when 
those even who fought against the old flag 
claimed that they were fighting for things 
the old flag meant—when they professed 
that they were but maintaining their rights 
uuder the constitution and not agaiust it— 
can we much wonder that to some the ques¬ 
tion at issue seemed to be, what is our 
country? Both parties claimed to be fight¬ 
ing, not for something seen in dreams, not 
for some new country beheld as yet but in 
visions of the mind, but for something 
which was a solid fact of history. 

But the truth is our opponents did uot 
take cognizance of all the fact. They an¬ 
chored themselves to the past, and heeded 
not that the current of things was sweep¬ 
ing on to longer and freer life. They for¬ 
got that the continuity of life is in prog¬ 
ress. God’s facts move; they never stand 
still. The dead bury their dead; but the 


called of the Kingdom of Righteousness 
follow forward! 

The Southern leaders of public opinion 
seem never to have recognized the fact that 
the old articles of confederation, the im¬ 
perfect expression of troubled times, were 
abrogated, were indeed never In force— 
precisely because they did not fit the facts 
—did not express the actual life and char¬ 
acter of our political people even then. 
How absurd to undertake to make them 
fitly express that character now! The old 
confederation had swung away from the 
principles of the Declaration. The new 
Confederacy did the same. It anchored as 
fast among the dead. We went back to the 
immortal principle of the Declaration, in 
which are the germs and powers of an ev¬ 
er-growing life. Our constitution and our 
Union tire the offspring of no dream of 
enthusiasts. When Gladstone says our 
constitution is the brightest political 
thought ever struck off at a blow by the 
human brain, he disparages while meaning 
to praise, lie errs in insight and in com¬ 
prehension of historic facts. Our constitu¬ 
tion is no man's work. It is the result of 
great providential facts of history—it is a 
phase and epoch iu the Divine order of hu¬ 
man advancement. It holds iu itself the 
virtue of all patriots, all thinkers and mar- 
tyrs aml soldiers of truth,that have gone be¬ 
fore, and it follows the Divine thought 
which moves iu it. aiul*m >ves it. It is tin- 
growth of centuries, and grows toward the 
centuries to come. Such are things that 
“come not with observation.” They arc 
among us while yet we know it not. So it 
is that the fact of our capacity of independ¬ 
ence and self-government, the fact of the 
oneness of the life of the American people, 
went always ahead of our recognition of it. 
Some saw clearly the things that had been 
ordained anil hence had come to be, and 
others as yet did not see. That is the key 
to many a conflict anil crisis of history. 
Had our people seen these truths seasona¬ 
bly we had been spared many a conflict. 
When we say that great principles are se¬ 
cured by battles aud revolutions, is it not 
rather the truth that battles and revolu¬ 
tions come because some men. see the ad¬ 
vent of God’s completed decree—see even 
the Divine event itself before others see it, 
and the struggle is to make other men and 
other things conform to that fact? This 
day, one hundred and eight years ago, it 
was not the Declaration of Independence 
which made us independent: tint rather 
that day, seeing clearly that we were so, 
we declared the fact. And those that did 
not see it had to be taught it! It was not 
the constitution that made the people of 
the United States. It was rather that in¬ 
terior constitution, that veritable life and 
being of the people as determined in the 
Divine order of history, which enabled our 
fathers to express their political conscious¬ 
ness in the form of a constitution that fit¬ 
ted to the fact. 

What made us right and the South 
wrong was not that we were so much 
better ‘than they, but that we saw 
first the clear facts as a revelation of the 
Divine presence in history. And we were 
impelled by common sense, by conscience, 
by patriotism, by manliness, to make our 
forms agree with these facts. Whatever 
placed itself across that path must be over¬ 
come anil removed. When we could not 
lead our countrymen of the South to see 
these truths, we had to turn around and 
drive them, anil they were a hard people to 
drive! Or rather, I should say, when we 
saw them stubbornly place themselves 
across the path which we knew was God’s 
path for the people of this country, when 
in this defiance they attacked the institu¬ 
tions and emblems of freedom, tiring on 
the flag and murdering its defenders, then 
we felt the solemn duty not to be thwarted 
by that blind, mistaken energy; but we 
heard a voice crying “ Prepare ye the way 
of the Lord!” and we cleared the.pathway, 
that the mighty pageant of the Free People 
should pass on to its glory. That is it that 
makes our Southern brethren accept the 
situation. For it is a fact, and not a pre¬ 
tence, that they do. Not because they 
were beaten in battle and cannot help 
themselves, but because they see.. They 
see the fact of the real character of the 
American people—its interior constitution, 
its moral purpose and mission. They see 
that its exterior order must agree with its 
internal life. 

We were not fighting states, nor 
the rights of states. We knew per¬ 
fectly well that our form of govern¬ 
ment is peculiar and complex. The 
sacred trusts and rights reposed in the 
states by our system were as dear to us as to 
any men. The principle of local self-gov¬ 
ernment runs strong in the blood of all our 
northern races. It is endeared by long 
ages of heroic struggle anil sacrifice which 
illumine the line of march of English and 
American history. 

But when these states, or any of them, 
so richly entrusted with our personal and 
civil rights, undertook to claim each of 
them the supreme political ritjhl, so that the 
unity and the very existence of the people 
of the Uuited States is held as something 
or nothing at the caprice of any one or any 
clique of them; then we rose up, and we 
took the oath of the sword, that what God 
had joiueil together man should not put 
asunder. And we took up the ark of the 
coveuaut aud bore it forward, and God di¬ 
vided the waters before us, and set it on 
the other side—beyond the river—in tri¬ 
umph, iu peace, iu security, in liohor! The 
people of the United States are one people, 
and a free people. That is what we mean 
by the “ National cause” we commemorate 
on this day sacred to Liberty! Some may 
wonder why we make so much of this unity 
of our people—why we are not content 
with a confederation like that of Switzer 
land, which boasts of her long unbroken 
freedom. Because the spirit and force of 
our life are not like hers. Do you not see 
that her freedom is not an elastic freedom 
—it does not grow with the growing years 
—move with the moving world!

The island is not so far thi 
away from the Bay of Fuudy but that fogs tin 
are more or less prevalent—rather more * 
than less, in fact, but the chances for clear , ue 
skies are better in June and the early part ed 
of July than later. And then, the hotels «« 
are sure to be crowded when the season is 
at its height, and often to such an extent VV( 
that many unfortunates who have not en- di< 
gaged their rooms iu advance cannot find a rai 
place to lay their heads. to 

The hotels have kept pace with the w | 
growth of the town. The original llodiek ca 
House of forty-guest power has developed w 
into an imposing structure which will ac- y, 
commodate 1000 patrons. The West End () j 
has rooms for 400 guests, and there are gi 
several other good-sized houses. Nearly 
all the hotels are kept by the original laud- m 
owners, who began iu a small way and have 
enlarged from time to time as their increas- di 
ing business demanded. They make good j® 
landlords, too, being kind-hearted and 
anxious to make their patrons comfortable vv 
and happy. Hut there is an occasional evi- aj 
deuce that tliev were not born to the busi- ai 
ness. Take the llodiek, for instance. It l( 
is a capital house, with good-sized rooms, fl 
well furnished, and with excelleut beds, g 
There is a good corps of bell-boys—but jj 
there are no bells iu the rooms; and a guest (1 
finds no letter-box for his mail matter ex- s 
cept a shallow box on the ollice counter, h 
where it is subject to the inspection anil 11 
handling of every curious passer. Small r 
matters, to be sure, and for that reason u 
easily remedied. The table is not supplied t 
with the variety of fish one would naturally j 
expect iu this latitude, but is very satisfac- { 
tory; aipl the steak furnished is of unusual t 
excellence. 1 

Bar Harbor derives its uame from a bar [ 
connecting the larger island with Bar j 
Island. This bar is covered at full tide, : 
but when the tide is out is laid bare for i 
quite a wide space, making a dry thorough- ' 
fare for pedestrians and teams. The Ro¬ 
llicks own a large fish weir on the bar, 
which frequently “pans out” from 8-00 to 
8900 worth of fish in a night, mainly her¬ 
ring, with some mackerel. The former go 
to the “sardine” factories along the coast, 
and for bait. 

The roads about Bar Harbor are kept in 
excellent condition, and it is a pleasure to 
drive over them, especially in the commodi- j 
ous and comfortable buckboards which are 
so popular with the visitors. To better j 
accommodate travel to “The Ovens,” and j 
avoid the hills, a new piece of road, some 
three miles iu length, was constructed a 
year or two since, at an expense of 810,- 
000 , much of it being cut out of the rocky 
clifls along the shore. It makes a charm¬ 
ing drive. 

No visitor at Bar Harbor should miss the j 
delightful trip to the summit of Green j 
Mountain. The view is exceptionally j 
grand and charming, and the coach ride j 
and the enticing sail on Eagle Hake are | 
% very pleasant features of the trip. 

The new all-rail route to Bar Hujbor, via 
the Eastern and Maine Central railroads,can- 
uot fail to add largely to the travel in this 
direction, as well as to the “comfortability” 
of the trip. The tourist may now take his 
breakfast leisurely in Boston, his diuncr in 
Portland and supper at Bar Harbor, all with¬ 
out a qualm of seasickness. I he “1* lying 
Yankee,” which leaves Bosto i at 9 a. m., 
does the business. This train makes the 
run of 55 miles between Waterville and 
Baugor without a stop, in 85 minutes— 
probably the longest continuous run in 
New England.

Correspondence of till? JOURNAL. 

Cash* Sea Buff, 1 
Block Islam*, K. I. i 

The personal experiences of an acquaint¬ 
ance are often interesting to us, though 
they he not very striking or thrilling. This , 
fact will serve as an apology, if one he 
needed, for the present letter. 

At the outset one cannot hut note the j 
contrast between the undersigned’s last I 
year surroundings and these of the present, , 
Then in the “dark Canadian forests,” now 
upon an islaud; then feasting upon trout j 
and venison, now upon sword and blue lish: ! 
then gazing into the depths of the wild- 
wood, now looking upon hundreds of sails : 
each day; then listening to the winds as 
they swept through the sturdy forest trees, j 
now to the surf as ceaselessly it heats upon j 
the shore. Surely if a contrast he inter- 
esting and restful here is one that will sat¬ 
isfy all needs. 

Block Island has its peculiarities. Let j 
ns mention a few of them. On this little j 
island are more than one hundred ponds, I 
varying in size from the duck pond near 
the farmer’s barn to the Great Pond, said to I 
contain a thousand acres, which was once 
an arm of the sea, and the ancient harbor 
of the islaud. 

The islaud stands high. Especially on 
the west, south and east sides is the shore | 
made up of bluffs of clay, in some cases 
considerably more than a hundred feet 
high. < >n the south and east sides numer¬ 
ous springs of fresh, cool water burst out i 
along the blulfs and offer grateful refresh¬ 
ment to the weary pedestrian. Large 
quantities of the Irish moss and other alga* 
are washed ashore and are used to fertilize 
the soil by the farmers of the island. 1 
noted also large quantities of zoophytes 
commingled with the so-called sea mosses. 

Another peculiarity is that the people all 
attend the Baptist church. There are two 
Baptist churches here, aud, in addition, au 
ex-pastor of one of them who runs a hotel 
aud preaches during the season of visitors, 
either in the sKating rink or the parlors of 
some hotel. Perhaps this is enough for 
the peculiarities of the place for the pres¬ 
ent. 

Be it known to your readers that the uu- 
dersigned, who shall be known as L no, and 
his son. known in these letters as Junior, 
are camping on the bluff about a mile 
southerly from the landing near the cottage 
of a well-known citizen of Palmer, who is 
busy most of the year in guiding the iron 
horse on one of our railroads. Uno has 
learned from some experience that free¬ 
dom, ease, romance, and that hard-to-bc- 
delined feeling of being our own master 
can join to render camping out the most 
enjoyable way of spending vacations. 

We reached our camping place Thursday 
afternoon, July 31st, aud before the tent 
could be pitched the rain came. However, 
it kiudly delayed its full strength until mat¬ 
ters were in better shape. That night we 
were lulled to sleep by music of the compos¬ 
ite order;—I say composite order, and yet 
I am not sure that there is a composite 
order in music, as in architecture, nor am 1 
sure that all music is not of the composite 
order. The elements of the music were 
these: The surf was beatiug heavily upon 
the shore a few feet away. Certainly there 
is music in the roaring of the sea. Many 
lind music in the pattering of the rain upon 
the roof. The rain fell upou ours in tor¬ 
rents, so our ears were filled with that mel¬ 
ody. A mile to the south of us is a light¬ 
house, a part of whose warning apparatus 
is a fog-horn of well-nigh unlimited powers. 
Once a minute all through the hours of the 
night its hoarse voice was heard above the j 
roaring.of the surf and the patter of the I 
rain. Am I not right in calling it music of 
the composite order? 

Uno and Junior took a walk yesterday,an 
account of which may possibly be interest¬ 
ing. They followed the shore and blurt's to 
the landiug, passing near some half a dozen 
of the hotels, by the bathing beach, an 
interesting feature of the island because a 
smooth, hard sand beach is a rarity here; 
thence along t he shore of the Great Poud 
mentioned above, and through the cemetery 
to the shore on the west side of the island. 
Here they turned to the south and followed 
t|ie coast, sometimes by the water’s edge 
where in some places there was barely 
room to pass between the waves and the 
bluff; sometimes at the top of the blurt', a 
hundred feet or more above the waters. 
They must have walked more than fifteen 
miles, but felt well repaid for their labor. 

Soon after they struck the shore they 
noticed a wreck lying in the sand a few 
rods out. The vessel was the Augusta 
from St. Johns, N. B. She was lost last 
winter. Two of the inhabitants of the 
island lost their lives in rescuing the crew. 
She looked quite staunch, but is probably 
buried deep in the sands. The winds and 
waves of next winter will doubtless tear 
her iu pieces. Junior was quite disappoint¬ 
ed that he could not visit her. As the next 
best thing they sat down upon one of her 
masts lying upon the beach and ate their 
lunch. A mile or two further on they found 
another wreck, or rather a part of one, the 
bow only. This was lying high and dry on 
the rocks. A mile or so beyond they came 
upon another, or possibly a part of the last 
one, so Junior was satisfied. In their walk 
they gathered some quite pretty quartz 
crystals, some large pieces of iron ore, 
shells of various kinds, and what are to 
Uno a new mineral formation. These are 
geodes, made of sand cemented together 
by iron into the form of irregular spheres, 
and tilled with sand. Junior found a com¬ 
pound one which was brought home as a 
curiosity. They are found nearly as large as 
one’s head at several places along the shore. 
'I’lie goose barnacle is found here. In early 
days when knowledge of nature’s ways 
was young a very curious view was held 
regarding them. It was supposed that 
they changed into geese iu due time. A 
certain variety of geese were known as the 
barnacle geese. Having such an origin it 
was held by many good Catholics to be per¬ 
fectly allowable to eat. them on Friday. 
The curious in this matter will lind an ac¬ 
count of it in the Popular Science Monthly 
of several years ago. 

I will reserve what more 1 have to say 
till another occasion. Uno.

For some time even old stagers were puz¬ 
zled by au illusiou in one of the French 
operas, as played by Aiinee last season. In 
one of the comic scenes, while the comedi¬ 
enne, disguised as a waitress, was pouring 
out tea at a table on the scene, she poured 
it inadvertently down the neck of the digni¬ 
fied comedy character of the play. It 
seemed a boiling liquid that came from the 
vessel—even the steam seemed to rise from 
it—and yet the actor submitted to the scald¬ 
ing every night, and showed no evil effects 
the next day. 

At last it came out that the French prop¬ 
erty man filled the teapot with a very fine 
saw-dust, which ran out smoothly like a 
liquid, a dust of its finer particles of the 
same rising from the spout like steam. 
With the footlights between, the illusion 
was made complete. 

In nothing has the property man im¬ 
proved so much of late years, as in the 
quality and effectiveness of stage lightning. 
Only three or four years ago the old meth¬ 
od was adhered to. A torch with a flame 
surrounded with a tin box filled with pow¬ 
dered rosin escaped in small quantities and 
flared up. This was the nearest the stage 
could come to counterfeiting the artillery 
of Jove. Now a calcium, (or better, an 
electric) light is completely masked in the 
wings. When the cue is given for the 
lightning, the light is unmasked for a sec¬ 
ond, and the rays allowed to flash on tlie 
stage through a lens of greenish glass. Tlie 
eflect of the blinding flash of lightning is 
perfect. And yet it is so simple; but it is 
the simplest things on the stage that gain 
the greatest success. 

A favorite scenic effect is an illuminated 
city in the distance by night. The audi¬ 
ence will always go wild over this—yet the 
eflect is produced by merely cutting holes 
iu a dark drop, and keeping the gas at back 
of it at full head, while the burners in front 
of the scene are reduced to a blue glimmer. 
The illusion was taken out of this scene to 
the writer, who, one ev< at G o’clock, 
called at a city theatre to have an interview 
with the manager, and found him on the 
stage hacking holes with his penknife in a 
black daubed canvas hanging near the rear 
wall of the theatre. 

“I am making more lights in Liverpool,” 
he said. “This scene is the biggest success 
of the whole piece.” 

The lovely Galatea might powder and 
plaster her face with bismuth in vain,—she 
would not look like a statue if she did not 
wear a wig of lamp-wick. Yes, lamp-wick! 
And isn’t it a close simulation of the sculp¬ 
tor’s idea of a head of hair in marble? 

A handsome man, cast for the hideous 
Uriah Deep, transforms himself with ease 
by wearing a distending pad in either cheek, 
(painting, lining, and powdering the face 
to exaggerate the distortion), and covering 
his perfect set of teeth alternately with 
black wax. The disguise is perfect, artis¬ 
tically in character, and wins the artist 
more fancy than would be awarded for liis 
best points of acting alone.

WHEN GIRLS ARE OF AGE. 

There is a very prevalent opinion that 
girls become of age younger than boys; 
this is a mistake. A girl of sixteen may 
make a will of her personal property; a boy 
must, be eighteen years of age. Neither 
can make a will of land until twenty-one. 

A boy of seventeen may marry. A girl 
can marry at fourteen. If she marries 
under fourteen, she or either of her parents 
can commence a suit to annul the marriage, 
and the court will declare the marriage void 
because she, when married, had not at¬ 
tained the age of legal consent. But the 
husband cannot maintain such an action. 
He is bound by tlie marriage, and cannot 
escape the responsibilities, unless the wife 
or her parents have the marriage declared 
void by the courts. If the marriage is 
ratified by any mutual assent of the parties 
after the wife attained the age of fourteen 
years, both become bound by it. 

A minor cannot submit to arbitration, 
but may sue or be sued. In a suit she must 
appear by a guardian appointed by the 
courts. If she be fourteen this is made on 
her application; if under fourteen, on the 
application of a relative. 

He who deals with a minor does so at his 
peril, as contracts with them are voidable. 
If to the minor’s advantage they can en¬ 
force. If not, their minority is sufficient 
excuse for refusing to perform. In the 
matters mentioned, and some others, girls 
are recognized by the law as being more 
forward than boys, and at an earlier age 
permitted to act for themselves. These 
distinctions are while they are minors. 
After they become adults there is no dis¬ 
tinction on account of sex. Boys and 
girls alike attain full age when twenty-one 
years of age. 


PETRIFIED FORESTS IN THE UNITED STATE8. 

Stone forests are in many parts of the 
world. A number of stony trees have been 
received at the Smithsonian Institute from 
the West. In many cases, they are harden¬ 
ed by the peculiar atmosphere as they stand 
and iu other cases they are buried, the parts 
being replaced by mineral matter. The 
Little Colorado river in Arizona has long 
been a famous locality for such finds. At 
one place more than fifteen hundred cords 
of trunks and sections of logs were found 
by government surveyors. Most of them 
were silicifled. Many are seven feet or 
more in diameter, and from twenty to sev¬ 
enty feet in height. The greater part of 
them have probably been covered in the 
marl that originally was one thousand feet 
thick. Some of the trees are changed to 
jasper assuming numerous hues, while 
others resemble opal, and when broken 
open the core is often found lined with 
crystals of the most beautiful tints. Louisi¬ 
ana and Ohio are noted localities for fossil 
trees. In the former state, several years 
ago, in turning up the ground an ancient 
forest layer was unearthed, and in succes¬ 
sion two others below it; and scientists 
judge, from the size of the trees, that from 
the time of the first layer to the last, sixty 
thousand years must have elapsed. In the 
remains of the glacial drift in Ohio old 
forests are often discovered. Some have 
been buried beneath the water by the sink¬ 
ing of the land. Some of the Ohio trees 
are not yet entirely changed into stone, be¬ 
ing soft, while others are found in all 
stages from rock to porous sponge matter. 

It is doubtful whether the male head of a 
family often appreciates the opportunity he 
has for diffusing sunshine at home, or com¬ 
prehends how much of gloom he can bring 
with him in a troubled face and moody tem¬ 
per from the office or the street.

The 
“Block Island” runs daily from New Lou- j 
don, leaving that city at 11.4."), and reaching 
the island at about oue o’clock; returning 
boat leaves at 2.1.5 and lauds its passengers 
at 5.30. The “Canonicus” brings excursion 
parties several times a week from Provi¬ 
dence; the “Danielson” makes daily trips 
between Newport and the island, reaching 
there at 3 p. in., remaining over night, and 
sailing for Newport at 8 o’clock in the 
morning: In addition to these a small 
pleasure yacht has recently been brought to 
the island. She is a graceful and neat little- 
craft, and will doubtless be well patronized. 
A trip around the island occupies about two 
hours’ time, and costs the individual seven-1 
ty-flve cents. 

1 have already spoken of some of the 
natural features of the island. Others re¬ 
main to be mentioned. Block Island is a 
treeless land. It was not always so; with¬ 
in the memory of living men there was a 
natural growth of trees, but as these have 
fallen beneath the axe others have not been 
permitted to take their places. A few trees 
of the poplar varieties grow around an oc¬ 
casional house. Trees do not take kindly 
to the sea air, andean only be made to grow 
by au outlay of care that hardly pays. 
There is no waste laud on the islaud except 
the sand plains. All is either cultivated or 
used for pasturage, if it is capable of be- 
iug so used. 

During our stay a number of prominent 
men have visited the island. 1*. T. Baruum, 
the famous showman, occupies a cottage 
connected with oue of the large hotels. 
Many suppose him to be a man of little 
ability or character, while in fact lie is one 
of the most remarkable men of our time. 
He is one of the most respected and pop¬ 
ular citizens of Bridgeport, Conn. He has 
been mayor of that city, and while in office 
enforced the laws with great energy and 
success. He is wise and generous in the 
distribution of his large income. Some¬ 
times the city of his home receives a prince¬ 
ly gift; at another some well-administered 
charity is endowed; at another some educa¬ 
tional institution receives a needed gift. 
Always there is no display about the matter, 
lion. Mr. Butler, nominated as Kepubliean 
presidential elector from Indiana, spent a 
number of weeks on the island. -Hon. 
Carter Harrison, late Democratic mayor of 
Chicago and possible governor of the state, 
was also there. Also Senator Hendricks, 
not Thomas A., Democratic nominee for 
vice president, but another and less known 
man, often confounded with him by the ig¬ 
norant or designing. 

Au iron sand is found on the islaud in 
great quantity. This is especially abundant j 
at the bathing beach. This sand is nearly 
black in color; most of the particles are of 
iron and the remainder, for the most part, 
are either fragments of garnets or rose 
quartz. The writer has observed similar 
sand at other beaches, notably at Cape Cod. 
It is also found on Long Islaud, and seen 
upon inland bodies of fresh water, like 
Lake George. Its history is unknown, or 
at least obscure. By some it is believed to 
be of glacial origin. An attempt was made 
some years ago at Block Islaud to utilize 
the iron in this sand. Buildings were erect¬ 
ed and by the use of magnets the iron was 
separated from the other particles. The 
buildings are now unoccupied, so evidently 
the undertaking did not pay. 

Ox teams are In more common use on the 
island than elsewhere. One day our atten¬ 
tion was attracted by the perambulations 
of a band of musicians in an ox-cart. 
They were advertising the skating rink and 
went from hotel to hotel in the cart, and 
seated in it discoursed what I suppose was 
enticing music. 

L’no and Junior broke camp on Friday, 
August loth, having occupied their tent 
fifteen days. Unusual had been the amount 
of stormy and cold weather. Some will 
smile when they remember that there fol¬ 
lowed more than a week of hot, dry weath¬ 
er, just fitted for camping at the seashore.

The United States steamer “Tallapoosa,” 
with 140 men and officers on board, bound 
from Poston to Newport, to take part in 
the naval exhibition at that place, was 
wrecked about five miles off Cottage City, 
Martha’s Vineyard, at about 11 o’clock on 
the night of August 22d, by a collision 
with a coal schooner. Two lives were lost, 
those of Surgeon Black and a negro cabin 
boy. From all reports it would seem that 
the blame lay with the executive officer of 
the Tallapoosa. The steamer was going in 
exactly the opposite direction from the 
schooner, which had the right of waj- ac¬ 
cording to law, but the steamer kept her 
copr.se uptil too late for the schooner to 
avoid her. The schooner crashed through 
tjic side almost to midships, aud the steam¬ 
er sunk in fiye minutes. 

The following is said to be founded on 
cold fact. A Boston campaign club had 
appointed a committee to procure some 
torches, when a sapient member arose, and, 
foldiug his classical toga around him, 
moved that “the committee lie instructed 
to purchase only Brown’s Bronchial 
Torches.”

But with two Iudiau parks, two skating 
rinks, all the springs, the numerous pleas¬ 
ant drives, the races, the lake, etc., there 
is still enough to occupy one’s time and 
thoughts. Last Sunday was a lield day 
for Saratoga pulpits. The Bishop of New 
Jersey, aud the Bishop of Michigan 
preaching at the Bethesda Episcopal church, 
the venerable Dr. Park of Andover, Mass., 
assisting iu the services at the Congrega¬ 
tional, the eminent English divine, Dr. 
Newman Hall occupying the pulpit of the 
M. E. church iu the morning, and the 
Second Presbyterian in the evening, while 
all the other pulpits were occupied by emi¬ 
nent 1). D.s from various parts of the 
land. Kev. Dr. Newman Hall led the 
daily morning prayer meeting Monday, aud 
about ]000 people were present. These 
meetings are to be led this week by Kev. 
Dr. Parmlee of Jersey City, Kev. Dr. Cuy- 
ler of N. Y., John Wannamaker of Phila¬ 
delphia, and other noted men. 

Politics is beginning to attract consider¬ 
able attention here, and both of the leading 
parties are sanguine. The Democrats 
were the first to get out a banner, but alas, 
it had done too much service before, aud 
after several minor mishaps it dually came 
down utterly ruined in a storm several 
weeks ago, but a new oue has been .pro¬ 
cured and will soon be flung to the breeze. 
The Republicans put out a fine banner which 
cost about §225, but it proved to be poorly 
painted, and is now superseded by a very 
flue oue. The Prohibitionists, not to be 
left out, have also purchased a banner aud 
expect to put it up Saturday next, with 
speaking by some of their best nieu, in¬ 
cluding St. John. The Republicans have a 
grand mass meeting to-morrow night with 
a speech by Hon. Emory A. Storrs of Chi¬ 
cago. Another notable event to-morrow 
evening is a garden party at the Grand 
Union, which probably will not equal the 
first oue this season, but will be a very 
grand affair. 

Mme. Carlotta, the aeronaut, is iu Ohio 
this week, and the usual Tuesday ascension 
isommitted; but another, the seventh of 
the year, will be made next Tuesday, and 
that probably will be the last of the season. 

Some idea of the number of visitors here 
may be learned from the mail distributed 
daily.
